The  two-hour  obur;-«nco  by  three 
reliable,  witnesses  dt^a  little  to  solve 

I the  riddle  of  the  "saucers,"  but  it 
does  verify  beyond  doubt  that  there 
are  strange  object!  In  the  sky. 

The  skywatchers  were  asked  if 
they  thought  It  might  have  been 
a weather  bnltoon.  All  expressed 
doubt.  The  object  seemed  to  move 
against  the  wind  rather  than  with 
It,  and  remained  in  the  same  gen- 
eral locality  more  than  two  hours. 

The  area  In  which  the  object  waa 
seen  Is  a "dip"  In  the  horlson  be- 
tween Old  Dominion  mountain  and 
Caliapell  peak.  Skywatchers  are 
familiar  with  the  outline  as  It  Is  an. 
cxcrllrnt  place  to  "spot  plsnus  L 
I coming  In' from  the  aast.  — ^ 
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Kohlstedt  said  the  women  called 
hts  attention  to  the  object  when  he 
want  on  watch  at  a a.  m. 

"I  watched  it  for  a little  while," 
said  Kohlstedt.  "At  times  It  seemed 
to  shoot  off  In  a aoutheuterly  di- 
rection. Finally  It  dUappeared  and 
X didn't  see  It  any  more. 

"The  object  auemed  to  be  about 
the  site  *of  a hnlf-dollsr  and  was 
shiny.
